Thank 
God for his indescribable gift! 
I appeal to you personally, by the 
gentleness 
and 
forbearance 
of 
Christ—the Paul who is so humble 
when face to face with you, but so 
bold In dealing w ith you when he is 
far away! I beg you not to make me 
take as bold an attitude when I come 
as I count on tak> gto ward some peo 
pie who suspect me of acting from 
worldly motives.

use are not earthly ones, but divine­ 
ly strong for destroying fortresses.

am not wanting in knowledge. Why, 
I have always made that perfectly 
clear in my dealings with you. 
Do you think that I did wrong in 
degrading myself to uplift you, be­ 
cause I preached God’s good news 
to you without any com pensation? 
I 
robbed 
other 
churches, 
letting 
them pay me so that I could work 
for you! 
And 
when I was with 
you and wanted money. I did not 
burden any of you, for w*hen the 
brothers cam e from Macedonia they 
supplied w hat I needed. 
So I kept 
myself, as I shall alw-ays do, from 
being a burden to you in any way. 
By the truth of Christ th at is in 
me, this boast of mine shall not be 
silenced anyw here in Greece.

hibition 
Commissioner 
Haynes de­ 
clared in an address here today be­ 
fore a citizenship conference. 
Lack of strong public sentiment in 
some localities in favor of enforce­ 
ment. said Mr. Haynes has resulted 
in “almost complete 
demobilization 
of citizenship forces, until officers, 
courts, prosecutors and juries have 
but little if any sense of public sup­ 
port.” 
Such a condition, he added, 
“is a crying shame, and where en­ 
forcement is least satisfactory this 
situation Is always found.” 
Commissioner
